is the wo rst it wo uld pro bably he hard 
to say. 
One o f the mo st ago nizing deaths 
kno wn is caused 
by a small black 
s p i de r half the size o f a pea. 
It lives 
in Peru and So uth Australia, but. a 
few specimens have reached Euro pe 
and America in ship lo ads o f lumber. 
No t lo ng ago a do ck labo rer while un­ 
lo ading a vessel in the Victo ria do cks 
felt o ne upo n his hand. 
This death- 
dealer dug its fangs deep into the 
man s flesh, and as so o n as the po iso n 
began to wo rk he fainted with pain. 
He was dead in three 
days. 
This 
Spider’s veno qi sco rches up the blo o d 
vessels and spreads thro ugh all the 
tissues, causing the mo st fearful ag­ 
o ny a human being can have lo bear. 
The wo rst o f it is that ihe victim 
lives at least two days. 
The spider 
is generally kno wn as the “specky." 
When a man who kno ws what the 
bite means beco mes the victim he 
generally blo ws o ut bis brains. 
Ano ther fearful death is caused by 
eating a grain called "bhat." 
This 
so metimes gets mixed with rice, which 
it resembles. 
The plant gro ws in the 
far east, and a few grains o f ii will 
drive a perso n into a state o f vio lent 
mania. 
The victim beco mes dro wsy 
at first and afterw ards hilario us; then 
be go es raving mad. tears himself to 
pieces with his fingers 
and 
bites 
mo uthfuls o ut o f his flesh. This grain 
is fo und o nly in the remo test parts 
o f the east, but bo th white men and 
natives are killed hv it o ccasio nally, 
fo r the plant gro ws in with the rice 
cro ps, and there is no way o f telling 
them apart, except, when Hie grain is 
dried it. co mes o ut in a so rt o f brick- 
red co lo r. 
There is a So uth American plant, o r 
vine, called the “kno iter," which fas­ 
tens abo ut 
any 
living thing 
that 
co mes within reach, twining its lo ng 
tentacles abo ut a man as a devilfish 
might. 
These 
tentacles 
sear 
and 
burn into the flesh 
like 
white-ho t 
wires, and the victim is dragged into 
the heart o f the fo liage, and his life 
slo wly drained as the spider sucks 
the blo o d o f the fly. 
Tho se who have 
stro ng instincts o f cruelty, so metimes 
fo rce a do g o r o ther animal into the 
grip o f the “kno tter" to watch the 
effects, which are to o ho rrible to de­ 
scribe in detail.
